The application has been amended as follows: 

In the Abstract , 

. line 1: delete "The present invention is an" and substitute --An--, 
line 2: delete "This invention" and substitute -The apparatus-. 
Claims 1-5 and 9 have been cancelled . 
In claims 6 and 7 , 

line 1: delete "1" and substitute -12-. 
In claim 10 , 

line 1: delete "9" and substitute -13-. 

New claims 12 and 13 have been added as follow: 
12. An apparatus for erasing and cleaning marking boards comprising: 

a bracket having a top surface, a bottom surface, a front and a back end, sides 
connected to the top surface, bottom surface and front and back ends of the bracket, 
said bracket also having an opening in the front end of the bracket; 

a set of extensions attached to said bracket sides; 
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a first front extension attached to the bottom surface of the bracket at the front 
end of the bracket, said front extension having a curved shape and used to hang and 
store the apparatus when the apparatus is not in use; 

an extension at the rear end of the bracket and a second front extension, said 
second front extension being positioned between the first front extension and said rear 
end extension; 

an eraser attached to the bottom, wherein said second front extension and said 
rear end extension assist in holding said eraser in a stable position during use; and 

a container having cleaning, solution therein, said container being inserted into 
said bracket through the opening in the front end of the bracket. 
13. A system for erasing and cleaning marking boards comprising; 

a bracket having a top surface, a bottom surface, a front and a back end, sides 
connected to the top surface, bottom surface and front and back ends of the bracket 
said bracket also having an opening in the front end of the bracket; 

a set of extensions attached to said bracket sides; 

a first front extension attached to the bottom surface of the bracket at the front 
end of the bracket, said front extension having a curved shape and used to hang and 
store the apparatus when the apparatus is not in use; 

an extension at the rear end of the bracket and a second front extension, said 
second front extension being positioned between the first front extension and said rear 
end extension; 
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an eraser attached to the bottom, wherein said second front extension and said 
rear end extension assist in holding said eraser in a stable position during use; a 
container having cleaning solution therein, said container being inserted into said 
bracket through the opening in the front end of the bracket; and 

a hanger in the general location of the marker board for holding the bracket, 
eraser and container combination when the bracket combination is not in use. 

2. Claims 6-8 and 10-13 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
cited prior art teaches an apparatus for erasing and cleaning marking boards having, in 
conjunction with other limitations, the first front extension, the second front extension 
positioned between the first front extension and the rear end extension, wherein said 
second front extension and said rear end extension assist in holding said eraser in a 
stable position during use.
